Consul Ives G. Lelevier said today that 
the Chinese in Sonora lived in a man- 
ner inviting disease, in some cases as 
many as fifteen sleeping in an un- 
ventilated room. This, he said, was 
the cause of the order that no more 
than four should live in one room. 
Chinese have a habit of “visiting 
permanently,” he added, relative to 
the clause which forbids the celestials 
to visit one another for more than 
two days at a time, under pain of 
heavy penalties. He stated further 
that the Chinese are forbidden to 
engage in any occupation which 
might be classed as domestic service, 
because they have been doing prac- 
tically all of the washing, cooking, 
house cleaning, etc., to the detriment 
of Mexican women. 

“We have many widows in Sonora, 
whose widowh was caused by the 
war. We must protect them by pro- 
viding work that they can do,” said 
Consul Lelevier. “All of them can- 
not work in offices or stores and the 
Chinese have left them 80 little work 
of the sort they could perform, they 
had either to starve or follow im- 
moral lives.”

CAREFUL OF WATER.

FEW MEN FIT 
FOR SOLDIERS. 


Many 883 of Language, 
Others are too Young. 
Majority Fall by Wayside at 
the Chicago Station. 


Country Boys Preferred for 
Service in the Navy. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH } 

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, March 23.—Physical and 
moral unfitness, ignorance of the 
American language, lack of citizen- 
ship and minority are causes of re- 
jection of would-be recruits in the 
United States Army, causes which are 
barring hundreds of applicants from 


crulting campaign. Less than one- 
fourth of the men who apply to re- 
eruiting officers in the Chicago dis- 
trict these days and who succeed in. 
getting by the fret superficial am- 
ination, finally pass the “stripped test” 
and are accepted as soldiers. From 
the ranks of the applicants the major- 
ity who fall by the wayside and are 
rejected are foreigners, minors and 
Kͤx — 


In Chieago 693 men reached 
final “stripped test" and only 
passed it, 484 being rejected. 

CAUSES OF REJECTIONS. 

“There are three main causes for 
these final rejections.” said Lieut. 
Kenney today. “First is that of for- 
eigners, men who are not citizens of 
the United States or who cannot read, 
write or speak the English language. 
From this cause we lose the largest 
number of prospective recruits. 

“Becond, minors, those who are un- 
der 21 years of age. We cannot ac- 
cept young men who are not legally of 
age and we send them home to their 
parents to get their consent. Statistics 
of our Civil War, of our government 
since that war and of the European 
armies now fighting show conclusively 
that the best soldiers are between 15 
and 21 years old. But we do not need 
such youths yet and under the law 
cannot accept them. 

“The third reason is physical or 
moral unfitness. There are a grea 
many ailments of man that do not 
appear upon the superficial examina- 
tion, but which are revealed when the 
Anal test ie made. Among these are 
eye examinations, blood tests, hernia, 
and other diseases. To the layman it 
would be surprising how many men 
are rejected because we do not con- 
sider them morally fit to be solldlers 
of the United States Army. 

“Based on the 3 ot 
physically perfect young men who are 
finally enlisted in the army, we have 
found that there should be in the 
of Tiinois, 204,168 unmarried 
men between the ages of 18 and 35 
years and 282,469. marrted men cap- 
able of. bearing arms. These figures 
are com under our present 
stringent laws of physical examina- 
tion. On the same basis it ia t- 
mated there are in the United States 
more than 38,090,000 unmarried and 
more than 6,000,000 married men 
within these ages who are physically 
fit under the present requirements. A 
slight relaxation of the laws would 
materially increase this number. 

“If all of the other thirty-nine re-

would it take to get President Wil- 
son's 20,000 additional soldiers? We 
got 109 in the first week; multiply 
that by forty and it would mean 4360 
or nearly 5000 men a week.

Only two prisoners remain in 
the hands of the enemy and there is 
some hope that they may be rescued.” 


A dispatch from London March 18

Ac the 
plan is formulated it will be eu 
to the public authorities. 

“It is quite probable that the prob- 
lem may be best solved by the or- 
ganization of a new local company to 
take over the two systems in Los An- 
geles city, payment being made for 
the properties in the securities of the 
new company.” 

„Charles F. Mason, commercial su- 
perintendent of the Pacific Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, when in- 
formed of the action of the Home 
company’s officers, and Mr. Cass's 
statements, said that his opinions are 
the same as those expressed by Mr.

“Interchange is not the answer to 
the telephone system,” said Mr. Ma- 
son, “and I believe the consolidation 
of the two systems is the most prac- 
tical way to handle the situation if 
it can be worked out to the benefit 
of the companies and the people.

FIGHT FOR LIFE. 


Away at the Beach. 


Him Fail in the End. 


Sturdy Figure in Southwest's 
Financial W orld. 


Edward H. Groenendyke, vice-pres- 


Pasadena, and one of the strong finan- 
cial figures of the Southwest, died 
shortly after 8 o'clock last evening at 
the home of Isaac Millbank, No. 286 
Adelaide drive, Santa Monica. Death 


leaves a widow, a 56-year-old son, 
Edward, two sisters, Misg Elizabeth 
Groenendyke and Mrs. F. H. Coffeen, 
and two uncles, E. 8. and Frank 
Groenendyke. 
Mr. Goenendyke was taken sick 
about six months ago. Though all 
that medical science could do was in- 
voked in an enJeavor to restore his 
health, he became gradually weaker, 
and a few weeks ago his attending 


sorted to blood transfusion. 

Dr. Barlow himself was the first to 
undergo the operation, and Mr. Groen- 
endyke rallied so quickly that it was 
deemed advisable to inject more blood 
into his arteries. When this became 
known many prominent men volun- 
teered to submit to the operation. 
Among them wes Lioyd R. Macy and 
Tod Ford, both of whom gave the 
dying man a pint of their life fluid. 
Soon after his sickness became 
serious Mr. Groenendyke moved from 
his palatial home on Oak Knoll to 
Santa Monica, where he remained un- 
til it was expedient that he should 
have care and attention in a hospital. 
He Was taken to the Good Samaritan 
Hospital, and there showed such signs 
of improvement that he was later 
able to return to the beach ; 

Mr. Groenendyke was 38 years old. 
He was born in Lafayette, Ind., and 
came to California as a boy. He lived 
nearly all his life In Pasadena, where 
he was brought up by his uncle, E. 8. 
Groenendy#e, of No. 84 North Mad- 
ison avenue.

tracts for the new Los Angeles 
High School were awarded yes- 
terday by the Board of Education. 


$467,171. The contract for the gen- 
eral work and painting of the main 
building was awarded to the Barber 
Bradley Construction Company, and 
amounts to $395,652. The original bid 
of that company was for $406,000. By 
omitting several articles and substi- 
tuting less expensive material in 
several places the Building Committee 
chopped $10,348 from the cost of con- 
struction. 
Principal among the omissions from 
the previously-approved plan is the 
terra cotta balustrade and the wall 
surrounding it, which it had been pro- 
posed to construct along the front of 
the terrace. Screens on all windows 
above the ground floor will also be 
omitted. Button lath is to be substi- 
tuted for metal lath and sugar pine 
table and counter tops, asphalt paint- 
ed, will be substituted for the tile 
previously approved. 

The contract for the heating system 
was awarded to the Western Heating 
Company for $28,628, with an addi- 
tional contract for $5785 for bollers. 
Electric clocks and bells will be fur- 
nished by the Standard Electric Time 
Company at a cost of $1400. The 
Southern California Electric Compan 
obtained the wiring contract with a 
bid of $13,158. Plumbing and fixture 
contracts were awarded to Arthur 
Hess for a lump sum of $22,458. 
Architect John C. Austin was 
structed to prepare plans and speci- 
fications for the construction of the 
machinery building. This building win 
be so arranged that a cafeteria can be 
added later. The maximum cost of the 
building ie placed at $8000.

A gathering together of the straws to 
determine how the war winds are blowing 
across the Atlantic affords a basis for the 
belief that before the end of the year the 
At last a 
definite desire for peace seems to animate 
all the belligerent nations. 

The most determined of the war lords 
are anxious for a verdict, are evidently lay- 
ing plans on both sides to force an issue 
one way or the other or, if the present 
deadjock proves to be unbreakable, then 
to eliminate the bloodshed and to change 
the nature of the contest. Moreover, if the 
war lords hesitate, signs are accumulating 
that the peoples themselves of the fighting 
nations will rise and show their hands. 

Internal harmony has been sedulously 
fostered and all talk of dissatisfaction with 
the war methodically suppressed by the 
war offices and press censors of Germany, 
Great Britain, France and Austria. But 
evidence is not wanting that the people are 
wearying and growing restive under the 
intolerable -burdens, every day growing 
more grievous, they are forced to bear for

RIDICULOUS MEASURE. 
The new administration shipping bill 
is as fine a specimen of circumlocutory 


legislation as ever emanated from a “how- 


not to-do- it“ factory. Its professed aim is 
to “encourage. develop and create a naval 
auxiliary and naval reserve” and “a mer- 
chant marine to meet the requirements of 
the commerce of the United States.” It 
develops a naval auxiliary by commandeer- 
ing ships of commerce, and it creates a 
merchant marine by stripping the navy of 
its auxiliary. The Secretary of the Navy 
needs a vessel as an auxiliary cruiser and 
seizes her in Boston Harbor and sends her 
to New York. There she is wanted by the 
proposed shipping board to take a cargo of

vessel of commerce. The case, says the 
New York Nation, “seems to be continually 
one of now you see the ship and now you 
don't.” “Such awkwardness and apparent 
working at cross purposes are inherent in 
any scheme of the kind.

Her pilanissimo work is deftly 
compelling in its varying gradations of 
dynamic intensity, anc her high notes 
touch upon that strange province of 
the violin harmonic in their shaft- 
like brilliant certainty amid seeming 
unc ty.

thirty years ago. This acceleration of 
run-off or watershed is also apparent 
in your section. As the Gardena Val- 
ley may yet be sald to be in but a 
slightly improved condition, the run- 
off into these two lakes has not yet in 
any degree reached its maximum.
